I don't have a philosophy as an artist. I do have a purpose. I am 
recreating my boyhood in paintings and narratives. I grew up in Rix Mills, 
a tiny village in the hills of southeastern Ohio's Muskingum County. 

Age (the village was a century old when I was growing up) and massive 
stripmining have reduced the once thriving rural community to a few homes 
close around a tall, white church. Farms and fields and forests nearby 
have been stripped away. The land is no longer mine. So I am painting my 
memories, how we lived and worked, how we played and prayed in Rix Mills 
in the 1920's. "The Haymow" is one of those memories.I have completed more 

than 200 paintings at this time. 
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
